"H E LATE CAMPAIGN 


The peaceable revolution through which 
the American people pass every four years 
is again ended. 
It lias lieen one of inten­ 
sity rather than of acrimony—that is to 
say, it has been fought out upon legiti­ 
mate lines of debate, with less of personal 
assault than usual; in fact, character has 
not been assailed. This is a very gratify­ 
ing fact, and it encourages us to hope thal 
in this respect it may serve as a model for 
future Presidential campaigns. 
W hile thus devoid of assault upon char­ 
acter, the late campaign was not free from 
littleness and dishouesly as exemplified 
by shameless assaults upon the sensibili­ 
ties and intelligence of the people and a 
pandering to prejudices arising oat of law­ 
lessness. The people were shocked bv 
most unwarranted and groundless asser­ 
tions of what at least one candidate said— 
one unsupported allegation, for instance, 
being that the Republican candidate had 
declared that “ a dollar a day was enough 
for any workingman.” 
As against Mr. 
Cle. L’iaud we do uot now recall auy asper­ 
sions, nor were there any charges except 
such as relate:! to legitimate issues in the 
campaign. 
There was a great deal of unfair play 
upon both sides, and resorts had of which 
both parties should he heartily ashamed- 
There was dangerous truckling to the 
sentiment that underlies anarchism and 
lawlessness, and it encouraged all such, in 
the very nature of tilings. The nervous 
anxiety of both great parties to conciliate 
elements that had in the past assumed 
lawless attitudes upon questions relative 
to such positions, Wu» a i.Limiiiaiiug fact, 
and does not tend to command respect for 
party methods. 
Let us look this matter 
squarely in the face. 
if strikes and resorts 
to force to right grievances by any classes 
of citizens are to lie condoned by political 
parties, and campaigns are to be conducted 
upon a level with the fear to antagonize 
lawlessness, how long will it he before men 
will refuse to stand up for law and order 
and against the unlawful seizure or de­ 
struction of property ? 
It is a fact, one 
that sensible and reflecting men, wage- 
earners or capitalists, laborers or business 
men, will agree upon, that nothing in the 
career of General Harrison was more to 
the credit 
of 
his 
good 
citizenship 
and 
his 
manhood, 
than 
his 
per­ 
fect 
readiness 
and 
fearlessness 
to 
stand forward in the great strike of 1877 
as the friend of order, and for the preven­ 
tion of lawlessness and to protect life and 
property. 
The position did not involve 
antagonism to workingmen’s interests; on 
t e contrary he is the best friend of lalior 
who is firmest in defense of the laws, and 
the rights of men and property, and the 
orderly and legal adjustment of all diffi­ 
culties. 
If it was good reason for voting 
against General Harrison that he was in 
favor of law and order during the great 
strike, then it follows that it is good reason 
for voting for any caudidate who favors 
disorder, violence and the usurpation of 
legal powers. 
Carry 
that doctrine out 
its legitimate conclusion, and the result 
wiil be that the men most likely to become 
candidates wiil refuse to stand for the laws 
as against opposing forces, for fear that 
exhibitions of manliness and good citizen­ 
ship will imperil their political prospects. 
When conditions reach thai level anarchy 
and the rule of the uioh will be the law ol 
ttie land. 
It is no ofiense to workingmen, 
no disrespect to their grievances, no hos­ 
tility to their just claims, to oppose disor­ 
der. 
It will he a sorry era for republican 
institutions wlico such discharge of the 
obligations of good citizenship shall dis­ 
qualify men for reception of the suffrages 
of a free people. 
However, the late contest on the whole 
was in character very much above the 
usual, and had in it less of the objection­ 
able than many that have preceded it. 
It 
had this positive 
virtue, that it was 
broadly educating. 
It may be safely as­ 
sumed that the American people, as a 
whole, are to-o'ay immeasurably better in­ 
formed upon the question of the tariff than 
ever before, and that they are greatly wiser 
concerning our commercial relations with 
foreign countries. 
Til» campaign, therefore, has uot been 
profitless. 
It is customary, at the conclu­ 
sion of these contests, to moralize upon 
their “ baneful” influence. Saving aud 
excepting the humiliating tendency re­ 
ferred to, we are not disposed to join in the 
chorus. 
To a certain extent the Presi­ 
dential election periods divert atleutiou 
from business and check its course some­ 
what. 
To a certain extent there is an 
output of energy that is wasted. 
But it is 
also true that to several branches of trade 
a campaign is stimulant, and there are no 
sufficient reasons for believing that any 
very serious, certainly no lasting, injury 
n a i l s from fairly-managed 
campaigns 
to carefully conducted and weH-grouuded 
business. So long as the American people 
conduct their campaigns upon lines of de­ 
bate that involve only the policy of gov­ 
ernment, and the fitness of the candidates, 
there need be no fear eutertained of retro­ 
gression. 
In fact, the genius of the Amer­ 
ican system is peculiarly exemplified by 
the capacity of the people to wrestle with 
each other in political arenas, and to sub-' 
m il with grace and content to the expres­ 
sion of the will of the majority. 


POT WOMEN ON THE BOARD. 


In Sacramento the echoes of the Na­ 
tional contest will have scarcely died away 
before we will find ourselves engaged in a 
brief campaign for an election to deter­ 
mine the local management of our school 
system. 
It ought not to involve any citi­ 
zens as partisans. 
The questions at stake 
are purely economic and educational, and 
can have no relation whatever to party 
politics. If partisanship is drawn into this 
election it will not lie to the betterment of 
■die schools. 
W e ought to select our ed­ 
ucational legislators on a plane above and 
wholly unrelated to party. The conduct 
of the public schools has nothing whatever 
to do with party jxjlilics or partisans, or 
t .. reward of political servitors. 
Where- 
e v tra legislature attempts to reflect party 
in it school legislation, it invariably does 
it to the :njury of the school system. 


"When an 


tegrity of the educational system it is time 
enough for & political party to champion 
the scheme of common schools. 
As the school system is a part of the so­ 
cial plan and is as interwoven with it 
as 
is 
the 
home 
itself, why 
should 
not the mothers of the land have a direct 
voice in the government of the schools it 
provides? If it was a wise thing to elect 
women upon the School Board in San 
Francisco, it will he as wise to do so here. 
IjCt us follow the example of the metrop­ 
olis and make half our nominations for the 
Board of Education from among the women 
of Sacramento. 
Tills will place but two 
on the Board this year; next year let us 
elect two more, and thus divide the Board 
equally among men and women. 
If the 
partisanship of the managers of the po­ 
litical parties in this city is so intense that 
they cannot consent to eliminate politics 
from the school election now, at least let 
them agree upon this proposition 
con­ 
cerning female Directors, which they can 
do without yielding a little of their po­ 
litical predjudices. 
The bosses on l>oth 
aides may lie expected to object—but we 
may do them injustice; they may be far- 
seeing enough to perceive that the part 
of wisdom is not to resist the inevitable, 
for sooner of later the rights of women to 
a voice in the management of the common 
schools will be recognized.

To this, on the next day, Mr. Phelps 
made reply as follows: 
"O ur !collection of what passed lu the con­ 
versation we had on Satuidsy difl'ers slightly in 
one particular. 
It was not intended ihat’the 
letter should have no part iu the reasons tor the 
request for the recall of Lord Sackville. I did 
say that the Minister's remarks iu the published 
interview were the principal reason. I am still 
without a copy of tue interview. I have sent to 
Mr. Bayard a copy of your Lordship’s note re­ 
questing full details of the language and cir­ 
cumstances.” 
The letter writ en by Lord Sackville on Octo­ 
ber 26th was received by Lord Salisbury i n the 
4th inst. It iuciosed the Murehisou letter and 
his rep y to it. He says: ‘‘I have certain infor­ 
mation tha- the Murchison letter was concocted 
by a well-known firm iu connection with the 
Republican Committee iu New York. It was 
sent to Southern ' alifortiia to prevent suspicion. 
Mr. Bayard, whom 1 s.tw to-day. said he regret­ 
ted the incident very much. 
He accepted my 
disclaim erof any thought or intention lo inter­ 
fere with the domestic i»olicy of the country. 
He sa d it was a campaign trap, but he frankly 
told me that I had been indiscreet, and I ex­ 
pressed my deep regret, and Mr. Bayard assured 
me that he bore mo uo ill will.”

11AKB1SON AT HO M E. 


Toys M ade of O ld C orks. 
Curious toys may l>e made of cork. One 
of these is the well-known little tumbler, 
such as is generally constructed of pith; 
but cork, especially if it lie hollowed, will 
answer the purpose. 
Make the puppet of 
three or four corks, shape and paint it as 
skilfully as you can, and glue to the feet, 
or under them, a hemisphere of lead. 
W hen thrown into any position, the figure 
of course rights itself, and, like a" cat, 
always 
falls 
on 
its 
feet. 
It 
is 
quite 
possible 
to 
make a cat 
also 
of pith or cork, which will indeed always 
foil upon its feet. Another toy is a duck 
of cork, which is always ballasted with 
lead, and which can outride any storm. 
Those are made by gluing small pieces of 
cork together, and then shaving the whole 
into shajie witli a sharp knife. These 
ducks would meet with a ready sale at the 
water-side in any place where summer vis­ 
itors congregate. 
A duck or swan of cork, 
containing a piece of iron, can be placed 
on a sheet of paper,etc., and made to move 
by a magnet concealed beneath the paper. 
A more difficult toy is the “walking man.” 
A puppet is made from cork, the legs be­ 
ing movable at the hips, yet so con­ 
structed thct the body does not fall back­ 
ward or forward. The soles of the figure 
are sho-J or plated with iron. A horse­ 
shoe magnet is then moved under a tam­ 
bourine or other frame covered with paper 
or parchment, and as the soles follow the 
poles of the magnet, the figure, of course, 
may lie made to walk over i t — Charles G. 
Ijtlm d in St. Nirholas. 


A M am m oth Fig T ree. 
Oue of the natural curiodties of Talla­ 
hassee, and at the same time a standing il­ 
lustration of the wonderful productiveness 
of the soil of the Tallahassa country, says 
the Floridian, is an immense purple fig 
tree in the yard of E. W. Clark, at his 
residence on Duval street. 
It is 22 feet in 
bight and has a spread of 38 feet. The 
tree branches from the root, one trunk 
growing toward the north, the other south. 
The north branch measures six feet from 
the ground, 82 inches in circumference, 
three feet from the ground, 38 inches ; six 
inches from the ground, 46 inches. The 
south branch measures five feet from the 
ground, 31 inches iu circumference; three 
feet from the ground, 36 inches; six inches 
from the ground, 45 inches. 
It sheds its leaves three times a year, 
begins ripening fruit about the 20th of 
July and continues to bear until frost. 
The fruit is very large, of a dark purple 
color, almost black, and of a delightlul 
flavor.

W arm W ater for S tock . 
n.u*. 
Just at the commencement of last winter 
there came into use a contrivance by which 
water can be cheaply warmed for stock. 
It is understood that there is not a patent 
on it, and that it is so cheap of construc­ 
tion, and requiring so little fuel to run it, 
that it should he in more general use. 
It 
is known that the average amount of 
water drank daily hv a cow or s’eer is 
about sixty |>ounds. 
To raise the teuqier- 
ature of this amount of water iu the ani 
mal from thirty-two degrees to eighty or 
ninety would require a large amount of 
food to contain carbon enough for that 
purjiose. 
W e have not at hand the re­ 
sults ol careful exiieriments to determine 
just what amount of corn it wouid take to 
produce the result named. But the saving 
must be considerable, esjiecially to the 
milch cow, as she is very susceptible to the 
influence of cold, outward or inward. 
W ith the machine named, which has been 
so highly recommended by Mr. Shermai 
and Mr. Gabrielson, of this State, then 
can lie no doubt about the economy of 
every stock-raiser providing in time for a 
thorough trial of it this winter. 
It costs 
f*o little, if it should prove a failure, no 
man will be seriously crippled. 
But if it 
should prove as good as recommended it 
will not only he a large saving of food, but 
a very large increase in milk, flesh and fat. 
We are not advised to just what temper­ 
ature it is recommended to raise the water, 
hut it is presumed that it should be nearly 
the temperature of the blood, for whatever 
it is below this it will have to be raised to 
that degree by food. 
So while warming is 
beingdone.it might as well he brought 
near the temperature nature requires, from 
95 to 100. 
It is stated that there is no 
difficulty in getting cattle to drink warm 
water. 
They soon learn to love it, and 
refuse to drink cold water. Those who 
have tried the experiment, especially with 
the eheap machine we have named, unan­ 
imously approve and recommend it. 
And 
this is in the right direction. It gives good 
pay for more work. 
And as we have re­ 
peated'_v slated lately, the time for more 
intensive farming had arrived, and this is 
one of the avenues to success. 
Warm the 
water and make it a regular and positive 
practice.—Iowa Register.

W h ite M a s o n A n t W o r k . 
The white ants seem to have an insuper­ 
able objection to being seen, aud invaria­ 
bly work under cover. 
To accomplish 
this end they build covered roads and gal­ 
leries, extending from their excavations 
underneath the ground to the limli of the 
tree which they have chosen for their 
dwelling. 
First, a very small opening is 
made in the earth close beside the tree, 
and the tiny head of a termite emerges 
with a pellet of earth in its mouth. 
This 
is placed against the trunk, the head dis­ 
appears, returns again and another pellet 
is laid beside the first, made firm in its 
place, and the head is gone. 
Again this 
is repeated, and other ants soon join in the 
labor. 
The pellets are so arranged as to 
form a half-circle against the side of the 
tree, the ants always working from within 
As each grain of earth is brought up and 
added to the wall, the termite ejects upon 
it from its mouth a sticky saliva, mean­ 
while turning it over and over till the 
whole is thoroughly covered. 
This acts as 
a mortar ; without it, the wall would fall 
into utter ruin almost as soon as it was be­ 
gun ; with it it becomes practically inde­ 
structible. 
The wetted grain is put upon 
the wall, worked to and fro until well 
fitted to its place, and then the ant turns 
away to fetch another. 
These tunnels 
often attain a length of more than thirty 
feet before reaching the spot where the 
tree dwelling begins—S. L. Clayes in Swim 
Cross.

duck the life out of your hair before vou 
are thirty. 
Soap and water do not clean 
the scalp, but rot the hair. 
This is espe­ 
cially true with women’s hair on account 
of its being long and thick. 
A better way 
is to thoroughly brush aud comb the hair 
every day without wetting it. 
“ In the first place, invest in a long, 
black comb with two grades of teeth. 
Rubber combs are the best. 
They are 
easier for the scalp on account of being 
more elastic than metal or horn combs. A 
palm wood brush, with wild boar bristles, is 
inexpensive, and for real services equals 
any brush that is made. 
Black bristles 
conceal the dirt, and white ones are apt to 
bleach the hair ; but the natural colored 
bristles, containing a mixture of gray, 
brown and black, are the best. 
“ At least 15 minutes twice a day should 
be devoted to the hair. 
The toilet should 
lie a dry wash, entirely performed with 
the comb and brush. 
First use the comb 
thoroughly, racking the scalp gently but 
steadily, until the comb passes through 
the hair without showing dirt or dandruff. 
A\ ipe the comb on the towel frequently, 
and clean it thoroughly after using. After 
the combing, brush the hair vigorously, 
anil, finally, use the comb to dress it.” 
“ But 15 minutes is a long time to eomb 
the hair.” 
“ I know it is, but it is the only way to 
keep a clean, healthy scalp and get a 
glossy, natural dressing on the hair. 
The 
best way is to have a watch or clock in 
view, or you will get tired and stop in 
eiglu or ti n minutes. 
You cannot be too 
particular in keeping the brush and comb 
clean. 
Do not soak the brush, but wash 
out the bristles occasionally, aud when the 
brush gets so that it will not reach through 
to the scalp it is not fit for further use, and 
should be thrown away. 
A jierson whose 
hair is growing thin, and who adopts this 
treatment, will not notice the benefit for 
some time. 
The change will be gradual 
and the full benefit will not be obtained in 
less than three years. 
If the treatment is 
preserved in, however, the result will he 
remarkable 
in every case.”— Xcw York 
MaU. 


A u K x c e llf-n t l i u t t e r R e c o r d . 
“ Shadeland Boon (No.SSST),” the prop­ 
erty of Powell Bros., Springboro, Penn., 
may lie called the Queen of the Dairy. 
She is a IIolsteiu-Friesian cow, and it "is 
claimed that her record from June 6th to 
July 6th, inclusive (.31 days), shows that 
she produced 125 pounds and 12 ounces of 
unsalted butter. 
As stated to us, this butter was made 
from 1,772 pounds of milk, which she gave 
during that period. 
For this remarkable 
record it took only 14.09 pounds of milk 
for a pound of butter. 
The average for 
the whole time was over four pounds per 
day. 
For seven consecutive days she pro­ 
duced 31 pounds, 15Í ounces, or an average 
of 4 pounds, 91 ounces per day; and dur­ 
ing that week she gave 400} pounds of 
milk, and it took only 12.51 pounds of 
milk for a pound of butter; and for four 
consecutive days her milk made 19 pounds, 
1 ounce of butter, and it lacked only 3} 
ounces per day of making 5 pounds per 
day for that time. The 19 pounds, 1 ounce 
of butter were made from 219 pounds of 
milk, which shows that it took on'.y 11.18 
pounds of milk for a pound of butter; 
while for two days she lacked only two 
ounces oí butter per day of averaging 5 
pounds for each day. 
Last year another cow of the Shadeland 
herd is reported to have yielded 113 pounds 
and 4 ounces of milk in a single day, and 
3,033 pounds in one mouth. 
It is stated 
that her milk record stands ahead of any 
other known, for a cow of her age, taking 
her records for each year from two to six 
years old.—Prairie Farmer.

E arly a n d L a te r L oves of Sam H ouston, 
C hief Ju stic e M arsh all a n d O th ers. 
[From the New York Star.] 
Each of our American heroes has lived 
the material for a nove!, and the successes 
and disappointments of their love affairs 
would make a library of interesting story. 
W hat can lie more pathetic than the life­ 
long disappointments of James Buchanan, 
John Randolph and Alexander H. Steph­ 
ens? 
Buchanan's sweetheart died during 
a lovers’ quarrel and his bachelorhood be­ 
came 
her monument. 
Alexander 
II. 
Stephens, disappointed in his schooi-bov 
love, refers often to her in his letters of a 
long life of single blessedness; and John 
Randolph, the moody unhappy, erratic 
genius of Roanoke, lingering for years on 
the verge of insanity, speaks of Maria Ward 
‘'as one whom he loved better than his 
own soul or Him who created it.” 
Randolph's love affair is shrouded in 
mystery. 
He never married, and it was in 
his early youth that he fell desperately in 
love with Miss Ward. She was the daugh­ 
ter of a friend of his mother, and I’cw- 
hatan Bouldin, a relative of Randolph, 
says that he was engaged to her for many 
years. 
Bouldin does not give the reason 
why the engagement was suddenly broken 
off, but says the distinguished lover left 
the presence of his idol very much in­ 
censed, and that when he came to his 
horse, which was tied to the limb of a tree 
near the front gate, he cut the reins loose 
with his knife and rode off in great haste. 
Randolph seldom met Miss Ward after this, 
and they were not on speaking terms. 
Still he calls her his angel, and in letters 
after her death he uses this remarkable 
expression : 
“ I ioved, aye, and was loved 
again, not wisely, but too well.” 
Maria Ward is said to have been the 
greatest belle of Virginia in her day. She 
married Peyton Randolph, a son of Ed­ 
mund Randolph, who was President Wash­ 
ington’s Secretary of State, and it is re­ 
lated that she so charmed General La­ 
fayette when lie visited Richmond that he 
wanted to adopt her as his daughter, and 
asked her to visit him in France. 
General Sam Houston, the President of 
the Republic of Texas and United States 
Senator, was the youngest Governor who 
had ever presided over the State of Ten­ 
nessee when he fell in love with a preltv 
girl at the State capital. H e was a fioe- 
looking man, and the young lady’s parents 
considered him a very desirable husband. 
They persuaded his sweetheart to accept 
him, aud he married her, not knowing that 
the match was not a love one on her part. 
After it had taken place he found that his 
wife loved another. 
He asked her if this 
was so, and she told him it was. H e re­ 
plied that she could have her freedom, aud 
that he would leave Tennessee and permit 
her to get a divorce on the ground of de­ 
sertion. H e did so, went to the frontier 
and joined a tribe of Cherokee Indians. 
Here he remained three years, and when 
he visited Washington in behalf of the 
Indians in 1832 he wore the Indian garb. 
From thence he went to Texas, and after 
making a name and having been Presi­ 
dent of the Republic of Texas, he married 
Margaret Mofiet, an Alabama lady. 
His 
tirst wife had, it is said, in the meantime 
got a divorce and had married her lover. 
Davy Crocket, another frontier states­ 
man and a noted hunter, was not less sus­ 
ceptible to the disappointments of love. 
H e iirst became enamored of a relative of 
his schoolmaster, but while lie was court­ 
ing her a richer suitor carried her away 
before his very eyes. 
H e next met a 
beauty at a ball, fell in love at first sight, 
and became engaged at the close of the 
fifth dance. 
The day was fixed for him to 
aunuunee the engagement to her parents. 
He started to go to them, but fell in with 
some boon companions, aud made, as thev 
say, “a night of it. ’ 
He arrived a day too 
late and found that his lady love was io 
be married that night to another, lie 
was not a deep lover, however, and he 
made the best of a bad bargain. 
He 
laughed off his diappointment, and danced 
all night at the wedding party given in 
honor of the union of his sweetheart and 
his rival. 
He soon fell in love again, and 
this time was happily married. He lived 
at tirst witli his wife's mother, and in the 
Creek war of 1813 made a reputation in 
fighting the Indians. 
He was elf ted to 
the ¡legislature, and 
during President 
Jackson’s term was sent to Congress. He 
was killed at the very battle of the Alamo 
which was the beginning of Sam Hous­ 
ton’s great Texan career. 
Most of our statesmen have pure domes­ 
tic records, and most of them have been 
ardent lovers and have made good hus­ 
bands. 
Thomas Benton was dev ited to 
his wife, and he says in his thirty years’ 
memoirs that he never attended ai. 
¡dace 
of festivity or amusement after her ...alii. 
The wife of Senator Allen, of Ohio, better 
known as “Fog-horn” Allen, died at Wash­ 
ington during the winter of 1847. 
It was 
before the days of a railroad to the West, 
and the old Senator carried her corpse 
home to Ohio over the mountains, riding 
beside it on horseback during the day and 
watching it at night 
throughout the 
cold, dreary journey, until at last he 
laid it beside her lather, Governor Arthur, 
in tiie beautiful cemetery at Chillicothe. 
Chief Justice Marshall’s marriage was a 
happy oue, and his married life comprised 
ifty years of the tenderest affection. 
His 
wile died but a short time before him, and 
Marshall directed that his body should 
be ¡aid with hers, and that the plain stone 
over their grave should have only this 
inscription: 
“John Marshall, son of Mary 
and 
Thomas Marshall, was born on the 24th 
of September, 1755, intermarried with 
Mary W illis Ambler on the 3d of January, 
1783, and departed this life on th e ----- 
day o f 
, 18—.” 
John C. Calhoun’s domestic life was a 
lovely one. 
He married his cousin, and 
the property he got from her made his 
political career free from financial cares. 
Ilenrv Clay married Lucretia Hart, a rel­ 
ative of Tliomas Benlon, who had a good 
dowry and understood how to keep house. 
Daniel Webster’s two marriages were 
both marriages of love. 
His first wife was 
Grace Fletcher, the daughter of a New 
Hampshire clergyman, and Welieter mar­ 
ried her when he was 26 years of age, and 
while he was yet a pour lawyer.

“Lady Caroline.” 
Stephen A. Douglas, the little giant of 
Illinois, was twice married, and it is said 
he courted Mary Todd at the same time 
her hand was sought by Abraham Lin­ 
coln. 
Miss Todd, on being asked which of 
the two she intended to marry, replied 
that the one she thought had the best 
chance of being the President of the United 
States. W hen Lincoln was elected, this 
remark became prophetic. 
Douglas after­ 
ward married Miss M artha Martin, the 
daughter of Colonel Robert Martin, a rich 
planter and slave-owner from one of the 
Carolinas. She brought a fortune, includ­ 
ing a number of slaves, into the family, 
and died in 1850, about seven years after 
her marriage. 
A few years later Senator 
Douglas married again, and this time he 
chose a beautiful girl who was employed 
in the departments at Washington. 
Her 
name was Adele C’utts, and she survived 
him, marrying again after his decease. 
George Bancroft was married twice. His 
S -cond wife, whs died several years ago, 
was very popular in Washington and was a 
noted society figure 
Henry A. Wise, the 
noted statesman of Tyler’s day, was mar­ 
ried three times. 
His iirst love was the 
daughter of one of his professors at college, 
a Miss Jennings, whom he married in 
Tennessee, and with whom he went on a 
wedding tour to visit Andrew Jackson at 
the Hermitage. 
Ilis second wife was the 
daughter of John Sergeant, the W hig can­ 
didate for the Presidency in 1832. 
Wise 
proposed to Mi.-s Sergeant, it is said, on 
the dome of the Capitol at Washington, 
and one of the results of the marriatre was 
John Sergeant Wise, the Virginia states­ 
man of the present day. John S. Wise 
was born ’ in Rio Janeiro, where his father 
was officiating as Minister at the time. At 
the moment o f his birth his father deter­ 
mined to have him born under the Amer­ 
ican flag, and ran up a dozen on different 
parts of tiie Consular mansion.
